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Enclosed you will find a report of the State Highway Department 
on the Evaluation of State Aid Highways. The report is set up on the 
basis of five different plans. It is hoped that these five plans will 
provide material for discussion and will eventually bring about a 
decision by the Legislature, possibly by means of a Resolution in- 
dicating which plan the State Highway Commission should follow 
in the future in the matter of state aid highway mileage. 

The report was prepared by a conmiittee appointed by the State 
Highway Commission, the membership of which was as follows: 
Chairman Stanley Weymouth, Engineer of State Aid Highways; John B. 
Church, Superintendent of Maintenance; and Fred G. Eaton, Director 
of the Division of Planning. The Commission believes that the excel- 
lent work done by this committee will be very helpful in any decision 
which is made in regard to state aid highways. The Chairman, Stan- 
ley "Weymouth, will be available during the next weeks to explain and 
discuss the contents of the report with members of the Ninety-Seventh 
Legislature, town officials and others who may be interested.

STATE HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT REPORT 
ON 

EVALUATION OF STATE AID HIGHWAYS 



The Legislature in 1951 authorized and directed the State Highway Com- 
mission to study the existing classification of all public highways in the State 
and to reclassify state and state aid highways "on a basis of traffic and benefits 
rendered". 

Early in 1952, the Commission employed the Automotive Safety Foun- 
dation of Washington, D. C. to study this subject and furnish recommendations 
as a basis for reclassification. 

The Foundation, with assistance from the Commission's personnel and 
records, subsequently submitted a report entitled "A Plan for Highway Classi- 
fication in Maine". This report was distributed to the members of the 96th 
Legislature, municipal officers and interested organizations. The Foundation 
recommends many changes in the state highway system and a drastic reduction 
in the state aid highway system, the result being a net increase of about 100 
miles of state highways and a decrease of approximately 2300 miles of state 
aid highways, with a corresponding enlargement of town road mileage. The 
report does not include any recommendations for financing the maintenance and 
reconstruction costs involved in transferring nearly 2000 miles of improved 
roads from the present level of state responsibility to the municipal level. 

Because the Automotive Safety Foundation's report was silent with 
respect to the financial problem and because no satisfactory solution could be 
found during the legislative session, it was decided to withhold further action 
until the next legislative session. 

Meanwhile, the Highway Commission directed three members of its 
staff to act as an evaluation committee for the purpose of conducting a further 
study of the highway systems, the results of the study to be supplemental to the 
original Safety Foundation report. 

The committee held its first meeting July 22, 1954. It was found that 
the Planning Division had accumulated much more information on traffic vol- 
umes, road status, measurements, etc. than was available for the Automotive 
Safety Foundation's use two years ago. Since time was limited, it was voted to 
concentrate first on a study of the state aid highway system. Then if time per- 
mitted, attention could be given to possible changes in the state highway desig- 
nations. It soon developed that hurricane flood repairs required a recess in 
committee activity, leaving no opportunity for study of the state highway system. 
This might well be undertaken at some future time. In any event, NO CHANGES 
IN THE STATE HIGHWAY SYSTEM ARE CONTEMPLATED AT THIS TIME. 



It was realized that in evaluating highways, the state highway system 
should include the main thoroughfares carrying the heaviest volumes of through 
traffic, that town ways should be of service mainly to the people living or hav- 
ing business on them, and that aU public roads of varying importance lying 
between these two classifications, very properly comprise a state aid system. 
It might well be reasoned, therefore, that state highways are the primary 
responsibility of the State, town ways of the local units, and state aid highways 
a joint responsibility of the state and local units. 

The functions of a -state aid highway vary widely if it bridges the entire 
gap between a town way and a state highway. For example, a road in a certain 
town may serve six homes or farms located on it. These local residences may 
create an average traffic of 25 vehicles per day. If the total daHy traffic is 50 
vehicles per day, it indicates a usage by other people in the community amount- 
ing to 25 trips per day. If the total daily traffic averages 300 vehicles it indi- 
cates that 275, or nearly all of the traffic, is not local. In other words, a large 
preponderance of the travel on this latter road is comLmunity-wide or even state- 
wide. 

This variation in usage of state aid highways led the comjnittee to de- 
velop three plans for evaluating the state aid highways now existing. One plan 
was later divided into two parts and this, with the existing system, increased 
the total to five plans. 

It was accepted that volume of traffic must be a very important consid- 
eration in any highway system development. This factor was mentioned in the 
original legislative resolve and, other conditions being equal, shows the amount 
of benefit rendered to the travelling public. It was foimd that an equitable dis- 
tribution of state aid highways throughout the State, however, demanded that 
other factors be considered. Basic traffic volumes are influenced by distance 
from the larger centers of population, and this too was given consideration; in 
other words, it was not found practicable to use the same minimum traffic 
standards throughout the State. 

In the following paragraphs will be described the various plans, the types 
of services furnished by each, the mileage involved, the general minimum 
traffic volumes, and other considerations used by the committee in arriving at 
its recommendations. As previously mentioned, traffic volume data for every 
public highway in the State, were available to the committee. This information 
included a great many actual daily traffic counts all adjusted to an average 
annual basis for the year 1951, and estimates of traffic for the remaining roads 
generating and carrying traffic to the points where actual counts were made. 



^' "^^^ Pl^" is included to show the status of the existing state aid high- 
way system. It comprises 6670 miles of rural roads improved by use of state 
aid or other state funds and now being maintained by the State 1105 miles of 
rural roads considered unimproved and maintained by the towAs, and 123 miles 
(87 improved and 36 unimproved) within city or urban limits maintained by the 
municipalities. The total length of designated state aid highways is 7898 miles. 



If this should be the plan finally adopted, it would mean that towns might 
continue to construct and reconstruct any and all of their present state aid 
designations, availability of funds permitting. It is imderstood that the State 
Highway Commission would continue to carefully examine all requests for new 
designations for addition to the present system. All highways now maintained 
by the State would continue to be so maintained, as would all new rural con- 
struction on the state aid system. 

PLAN 2. This plan makes no changes in the improved state aid highways. 
They will all continue to be maintained by the State as heretofore. 

In this plan an attempt has been made to eliminate the least important 
roads which have been designated as state aid in the past but never built. Their 
maintenance is now the responsibility cf the towns and would remain so. They 
are local roads having very little community -wide or state-wide value, being 
largely dead-end roads, and in general carrying less than 50 vehicles per day 
as an annual average. Under the present Highway Commission policy, they 
would not qualify for state aid designation. There were found to be 636 miles 
in this class. 

It was noted, however, that 115 miles of town ways would qualify as state 
aid by reason of traffic volumes or as connections between towns or commvmities. 
The Highway Commission has indicated that it will give favorable consideration 
to any requests from the municipal officers to add these roads to the system. If 
this were done, the net reduction in mileage would amount to 521 miles. 

It should be noted that any unimproved road mileage removed from the 
system under this plan is still eligible for construction under the provisions of 
the Town Road Improvement Act. Present laws even provide that 50% of the 
State Aid joint fund for construction in any town may be transferred to augment 
the Town Road Improvement allotment. 

PLAN 3. Plan 3 provides a state aid system containing only highways of at least 
community- wide value. It eliminates a considerable mileage of improved state 
aid roads considered mainly local in character and carrying in general less than 
50 vehicles per day. They are, however, now maintained by the State. 

Plan 2 removes only low-traffic unimproved roads, but Plan 3 returns to 
the towns about 830 miles of similar low traffic, local, improved roads as well. 
The future maintenance of the above mileage would become a town responsibility. 
On the other hand, these roads would become eligible under the law as added 
mileage for the allotment of the Town Road Improvement fund. 

This plan corresponds exactly with Plan 2 in eliminating 636 miles of un- 
improved state aid designations now maintained by the tovms, and in providing 
for addition of 115 miles of important town roads to the state aid system. It 
differs from Plan 2 only by turning back to the municipalities 830 miles which 
the State now maintains. 



PLAN 4 Plan 4 further reduces the state aid system by 655 miles of rural 
highways, improved and maintained by the State, and 160 miles of unimproved 
state aid designations maintained by the towns. It provides for the future ad- 
dition of 65 miles of town ways to the state aid system rather than the amount 
of 115 miles mentioned in Plans 2 and 3. 

Plan 4 is intended to eliminate more of the lower traffic roads although 
such may have some community travel. It retains most of the highways con- 
necting one portion of a town with another portion or with a neighboring com- 
munity, and outlets for the smzdler settlements, and generally carrying at least 
100 vehicles per day. 



PLAN 5 . This plan is essentially the same as the Automotive Safety Foundation 
Plan in that it turns back to the towns Z, 070 miles of improved. State-main- 
tained highways from the state aid system, or 585 miles more than Plan 4. It 
goes even further than the Safety Foundation report in eliminating 893 miles of 
designated but unimproved state aid highways, being 97 miles more than the 
previous plan. 

Under this plan the State would continue to maintain 4600 miles of essen- 
tial state aid highways. These would include the connected main highways 
throughout the State next in importance to the state highway system, such as 
highways between towns or villages, outlets from the larger settlements to their 
market points and all federal aid secondary routes not state highways. The 
minimum acceptable traffic volume would usually be 150 vehicles per day but 
there were included many highways carrying a lesser volume. 

There would remain 212 miles of unimproved rural state aid designa- 
tions for future construction and about 35 miles of important town ways could 
be added to the system. 

The 123 miles of state aid highways located within the urban limits of 30 
cities and towns having a population over 5, 000 (which were mentioned in Planl) 
have not been affected by any of the plans above described. The laws require 
that the cities maintain these urban streets; they carry a heavy volume of traffic 
and are considered eligible to remain on all plans.

Nearly all of the committee's time, during its many meetings, was spent 
in studying and evaluating the 17, 000 miles of roads in the State of Maine out- 
side of the state highway system. This was accomplished not only by the com- 
mittee's knowledge of the roads and study of the traffic volume s as furnished by 
the Planning Division, but after consultations with all of the division office per- 
sonnel who have an intimate knowledge of all roads throughout the State. 

The major part of the committee's report, therefore consists of tables 
and maps which show road mileage in each city and town as classified under 
each of the five plans previously described. The tables, arranged alphabeti- 
cally by counties, follow as a part of this report. 

The town maps show the locations of the present state aid highway sys- 
tem and the effect on the improved and unimproved highways as a result of the 
application of these various plans. There being over 600 of these maps, it was 
obviously impracticable to include them in this general report. They will be 
on file in the Highway Commission's offices where they will be available to all 
interested citizens.

Under Plan 1 the state aid system includes 19. 17 miles, of which 16. 33 are ..improved roads 
maintained by the State and 2. 84 miles are considered unimproved and are maintained by the town. 

Under Plan 2, this 2. 84 mileage is reduced to . 83 ; in other words 2. 01 miles are no longer 
classified as state aid designations. But at the same time . 28 mile of town road not now designated, 
becomes eligible to be state aid. 

In Plan 3. the only change is that the miles maintained by the State drop from 16. 33 to 12.41, 
being 3.92 miles turned back to the town. 

Plan 4 returns 1.45 miles more of improved roads to the town, since the State maintained 
mileage changes from 12.41 to 10. 96. It also eliminates the possibility of adding . 28 mile of town 
road to the state aid system, as mentioned under Plan 2. 

Plan 5 further reduces the State maintained mileage by 3. 38 miles (from 10. 96 to 7. 58) and 
removes the remaining town maintained state aid designation, . 83 mile in length.

PLAN 2 - All roads marked 2, 3, 4 or 5 will continue as state aid roads. 

No improved state aid roads will be turned back to the towns for 
maintenance. All roads marked 1 are unimproved state aid roads 
now maintained by the towns. They will become town ways and 
cannot be built as state aid roads. It should be noted that a few 
town roads marked 3, 4 or 5 may be added under this plan and 
may then be built with state aid funds. 

PLAN 3 - All roads marked 3, 4 or 5 will continue as state aid roads. All 
roads marked 1 will become town ways. All improved roads 
marked 2 will be turned back to the towns as town ways for main- 
tenance. A few town roads marked 3, 4 or 5 may be added to the 
state aid system and may then be built with state aid funds. 

PLAN 4 - All roads marked 4 or 5 will continue as state aid roads. All 
roads marked 1, 2 or 3 will be turned back to the towns for 
maintenance, or if unimproved, they cannot be constructed 
with state aid funds. A few town roads marked 4 or 5 may be 
added under this plan axid may be built with state aid funds. 

PLAN 5 - Only roads marked No, 5 will continue as state aid roads. All 
roads marked 1, 2, 3 or 4 will be turned back to the town for 
maintenance, or if unimproved, they cannot be constructed with 
state aid ftmds.
